sunken eyes rfnd usually a white, foul- 
smelling dung, 
Jf one calf has be­ 
came infected others are liable to con­ 
trac t the disease and die in the same 
m anner. It is im portant to thoroughly 
disinfect box stalls where calves afe 
dropped and have them well bedded 
with clean straw. 
It is always a good 
plan to disinfect the navel cord when 
the calf is born and, if there is reason 
to suspect they might contract the dis­ 
ease, 
extra 
precautions 
should 
be 
taken, such as singeing the cord with 
a hot iron, which stops up the opening, 
or to tie the end of the cord with a 
string 
and 
wrap 
a strip 
of cloth 
around the calf’s body. 
A mild solu­ 
tion of creolin, zenoleum or carbolic 
acid should be applied to the cord as 
a disinfectant.

If the soil is damp enough to work 
well, it will be just right to keep the 
trees in excellent condition through 
the winter. 
\ trench is now dug of sufficient 
v kith to hold the roots of one row of 
tre ts and of sufficient depth, so that 
when the trench is tilled the roots will 
he covered with two feet of earth. 
The trees are placed in the trench, 
one at a time, with the tops sloping 
a t an acute angle up the grade. 
The 
earth is now' filled in and pains taken 
to see th at it sifts in around the roots, 
leaving no open spaces. 
The tops are now bent over to the 
ground and the trunks and tops are 
covered with at least six inches of 
earth. 
Tile covering is not allowed to 
remain on too long in the spring. 
Much injury results if growth has 
started before’trees are planted.

Carefully Prepare Soil and Dig Holes

Popular Am ong Dairy Breeds Because

(By T. L. HAECKER, Minnesota Experi­ 
ment Station.)

From a careful investigation we find 
th a t our common cows are capable of 
producing a much larger yield than is 
secured fromtthe average common cow 
in the state. 
During the past decade 
we have always had at the M innesota 
university farm, in the dairy herd, a 
num ber of common cows; that is, cows 
with no dairy heredity. 
The average yield from these com­ 
mon cows, for 23 yearly records, is 
5,000 pounds of milk and 222 pounds 
of butter; which last, valued at 27 
cents per pound, is equal in round 
numbers to $60 for butter alone.

average receipt per common cow in 
the state is $46.40; which shows th a t 
the average cow is yielding $14 less 
per annum th an she might easily yield

Fall sowing of catch or cover crops 
in the orchard and on ground that has 
had a crop removed by the harvest is 
a good plan in many instances. 
The 
object is to add humus to the soil and 
turn it back to the farm as nature pre­ 
pared the soil iii the beginning. 
In 
many soils the mineral elements re­ 
main but the humus has been removed 
by successive cropping of land. 
The average soil of many orchards 
show a considerable amount of potash, 
phosphate and other necessary ele­ 
ments; by sowing of leguminous crops 
nitrogen is added to the soil and a 
large amount of cheap fertility ob­ 
tained. 
Where a cover crop. such as crim­ 
son clover, hairy vetch, cowpeas, soy 
beans, etc., are sowed on ground after 
tho last cultivation, and then turned 
under in late fall or early spring, not 
only is fertility increased, but this 
green manure acts as a sponge, makes 
soil more porous, and holds water 
longer. 
It will lighten stiff clay soils, 
which is often desired and makes the 
soil darker, hence warmer in the early 
spring. 
A good plan to follow in the central 
West in orchards is to provide clean 
cultivation through the spring months 
until the middle or latter part of June, 
then seed to cowpeas or soy beans, 
either broadcast or in drills. 
In lati­ 
tudes where* crimson clover (annual) 
will 
stand 
the 
winter 
months, 
it 
makes one of the best cover crops that 
can be sown. 
In the spring after the 
few* weeks’ growth, it can be turned 
under to good advantage. 
Where orchard land is subject to 
washing of soil, cover crops should be 
sewn every fall before fall rains come. 
In connection with cover crops, a 
coating of well rotted manure applied 
during winter or early spring, and 
turned under with the cover crops, is 
a good plan, and the time and money 
spent in adding this necessary humus 
and fertility to the soil will prove a 
profitable investment.

This was announced last night 
by John D. Rockefeller, jr., president 
of the foundation. 
In pursuance of this 
philanthropy, 
the Foundation will send a commis­ 
sion to Europe in a few days to re­ 
port first hand as 
to 
how, 
when 
and where aid can be given most ef­ 
fectively. At a cost of $275,000 it al­ 
ready has chartered a ship and has 
loaded it with 4,000 
tons of provis­ 
ions for the relief of starving 
Bel­ 
gians. 
"This action is taken,” Mr. Rocke­ 
feller says, ‘‘as a 
natural 
step in 
following the chartered 
purposes of 
the Foundation, namely, “to promote 
the well being of mankind through­ 
out the world.” 
The ship is the 
Massapequa, 
the 
largest neutral vessel in New York 
harbor, and 
it 
will 
sail 
Tuesday 
morning direct for Rotterdam, 
wtli 
a certification from the British con­ 
sul at New York that 
its 
cargo is 
destined for the use of Belgian non­ 
combatants only and should not bb 
delayed in transit. 
The supplies are 
consigned to the American consul at 
I.oUerdatn, and will be distributed by 
’he Belgian relief commission. 
Mr. Rockefeller has 
been in com- 
’uuircation with Ambassador Page at 
London, and made 
public 
a cable- 
giam in which the ambassador de­ 
scribes the dire need 
of

gians. and says that "it will require 
$1,000,000

eight months to prevent starvation.” 
"In fact,”

He added that the 
British government forbids

It was in response to this urgent 
message and a similar one from IL

administration of its relief work will 
be "absolutely neutral.”
